
SETTLE/vI~NT AGREEMENT 

I. PARTIES 

This S~tflcment Agre.cment ("Agreement") is entered into between the United 

States of America ("United States"), .~.fing through the Civil Division of the United 

States Department of Justice, the United States Attorney for the Middle District of 

Tennessee, and the Office of Inspector General of the Department of Health and Human 

Services ("OIG-I-E-IS"); Hunt Memorial Hospital District for its Hospital Presbyterian 

Hospital of Greenville ("Presbyterian"); and the flui tam relator, Barry Steeley ("Relator") 

(the United States and all of the foregoing persons or entities are hereafter collectively 

referred to as "the Parties"), through their authorized representatives. 

]L PREAMBLE 

As a preamble to this Agreement, the Parties agree to the following: 

A. Presbyterian is provider of hospital services located at 4215 Joe Ramsey 

Bonlev~rd, Grenville, Texas. 

B. The United States contends that Presbyterian submitted or caused to be 

submitted~ claims for payment to the Medicare Program ("Medic~"), Title XV’flI of the 

Social Security Act, 42 U.S.C. §§ 1395-1395ggg and to the Medicaid program (codified 

in 42 U.S.C. §§ 1396-1396v, Title XIX of the Social SecufityAct, as amended) for the 

inpatient treatment of Medicare beneficiaries. 

C. On or around August 25, 1997, Barry Steeley (the "Relator") filed a 

~ complaint under seal alleging viol~ons of the False Claims Act by Presbyterian in 

the ease styled United States ex tel. Ban~ Steeleyv. Birman Managed Care, Inc., et al., 

Civil Action No. 3:97-0893 M.D. Tenn.) (the "~ai Tam Action"). 
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D. Medicare payments to a hospital for inpatient treatment rendered to a 

beneficim3~ generally are based upon the beneficiarfs "principal diagnosis," as 

determined b~ the.hospital. 

E. 	 The Medicare Program relies upon pm-ticipating hospitals to properly 

~indicate the principal diagnosis through the use of standard diagnosis codes.

F. The United States investigated the allegations in the ~ Tam Action 

regarding inpatient payment claims submitted to Medicare by Presbyterian for patients 

with the principal diagnosis codes of 482.83 (pneumonia due.to gram negative bacteria); 

482.89 (pneumonia other specified bacteria); and 507.0 (food/vomit pneumonitis). 

G. This Agreement governs the Relator’s claims against Presbyterien based 

on the conduct alleged in the ~ Tam Action, and the civil claims the United States 

contends that it has against Presbyterian under the False Claims Act, 31 U.S.C. 

§§ 3729-3733, and other federal statutes and/or common law doctrines as more 

specifically identified in Paragraph 4 below, for engaging in the following alleged 

conduct during the period from October 1, 1996 through July 31, 1998 (the "Covered 

Period"): Presbyterian submitted or caused to be submitted claims to Medicare with the 

principal diagnosis codes 482.83 (pneumonia due to gram negative bacteria); 482.89 

(pneumonia other specified bacteria); and 507.0 (food/vomit pneumonitis) that were 

supported by the co~responding medical records 0aeminafter referred to as the "Covered 

Conduct"). The United States alleges that, as a result of these claims, Presbyterian 

received payments from Medicare to which it was not entitled. 

H. 	 Presbyterian has provided documents and information in response to the 

United	 States’ investigation of the Covered Conduct, inehiding patient files for which 

International Classification of Diseases, 9th Revision, Clinical Modification ("ICD-9-CM "). 
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claims were subm/tted to the Medicare Program with the principal diagnosis codes of 

482.83 (pneumonia due to gram negative bacteria); 482.89 (pneumonia other speeded 

bacteria); and-:507.0 (food/vomit Prasbyterian that such pneumonitis). represents 

response has been truthfifl, accurate, and complete to the best of its knowledge and 

Presbyterian does not admit the contentions of the United States as set 

forth in Paragraph G above and as set forth in the ~.i Tam Action. 

J. In order to avoid the delay, uncertainty, inconvenience and expense of 

protracted litigation of these elnims, the Parties reach a full and final settlement as set 

forth below. 

rrL TERMS AND CONDITIONS


NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual covenmats,
promises, and


obligations below, and valuable as stated the
set forth and for good consideration herein, 


Parties agree as follows: 

1. Immediatelyupon execution of this Agreement by all Parties, Presbyterian 

shall pay to the United States $406,718 (the "Settlement Amount") by electronic funds 

transfer pursuant to written insunactions to be provided by the CiviI Dix~ision of the 

United States Department of Jnstice. 

2. Presbyterian agrees to cooperat~ fully and truthfully with the United 

States’ investigation of individuals and entities not released in this Agr~ment, for the 

Covered Conduct. Upon reasonable notice, Presbyterian will make reasonable efforts to 

facilitate access to, and encourage the cooperation of, its directors, officers, and 

employees for interviews and testimony, consistent with the rights and privileges of st~eh 
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individuals, and will furnish to the United States, upon reasonable request, all 

nonprivileged documents and records in its possession, custody, or control relating to the 

Co~ere~ Conduct "~; ~’~ :" 

3. Presbyterian fully and ftnally releases the United States, its agencies, 

employees, sereants, and agents, and Relator from any claims (including attorney’s fees, 

costs, and expenses of every kind and however denominated) which Presbyterian has 

asserted, could have asserted, or may assert in the futme against the United States, its 

agencies, employees, servants, and agents, or Relator related to the Covered Conduct and 

the United States’ investigation and prosecution thereo£ 

4. Subject to the exceptions in Paragraph 6 below, in consideration of the 

obligations of Presbyterian set forth in this Agreement, conditioned upon Presbym-ian’s 

payment in full of the Settlement Amount, the United States (on behalf of itself, its 

of~cers, agents, and its agencies and departments referenced above in Paragraph 3), 

agrees to release Presbyterian from any civil or admirdstmtive monetary claim the United 

States has or mayhave under the False Claims Act, 31 U.S.C. §§ 3729-3733; the Civil 

Monetary Penalties Law, 42 U.S.C. § 1320a-7a; the Program Fraud Civil Remedies Act, 

31 U.S.C. §§ 3801-3812 or the commonlaw theories of payment by mistake, unjust 

enrichment, breach of contract and fraud, for the Covered Conduct The United States 

expressly reserves any claims against any entities and individuals other than 

Presbyterian. 

5. In consideration of the obligations of Presbyterian in this Agreement, 

including the requirements of Presbyterian under the Corporate Integrity Agreement 

(CIA) incorporated by reference, conditioned upon Presbyterian’s f~ payment of the 
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Settlement Amount, the OIG-I-IHS releases Presbyterian and agrees to refi~in from 

instituting, directing, or maintaining any administrative action seeking exclusion from the 

Medicare, M~-dicaid, or other Federal health care programs (as defined in 42 U.S.C. 

1320a-Tb(f)) against Presbyterian under 42 U.S.C. § 1320a-7a (Civil Monetary Penalties 

Law), or 42 U.S.C. § 1320a-7(b)(7) (permissive exclusion), for the Covered Conduct, 

except as reserved in Paragraph 6 below, and as reserved in this Paragraph. The OIG­

I-II-IS expressly reserves all rights to comply with any statutory obligations to exclude 

Presbyterian from Medicare, Medicaid~ or other Federal health Care programs uader 42 

U.S.C. § 1320a-7(a)(mandatory exclusion) based upon the Covered Condtmt. Nothing 

this Paragraph precludes the OIG-HI-tS from taking action against entities or persons, or 

for conduct and practices, for which civil claims have been reserved in Paragraph 6, 

below. 

6. Notwithstandingany term of this Agreement, specifically reserved and


excluded from the scope and terms of this Agreement as to any eutity or person


(including Presbyteria~ and the Relator) are any and all of the following:

9. -- The Settlement Amount that Presbymrian must paypursuant to this 

Agreement by electronic wire transfer p~t to Paragraph 1 above, shall not be 

decreased as a result of the denial of claims, for payment now being withheld from 

paymentby any Medicare cartier or intermediary, or any state payer, related to the 

Covered Conduct; and Presbyterian agrees not to resubmit to any Medicare carrier or 

intermediary or any state payer any previously denied claims related to the Covered 

Conduct, and agrees not to appeal any such denials of claims. 

10. Presbyterian agrees to the following: 

(a) UnallowableCosts Defined: that all costs (as defined in the 

Federal Acquisition Regulation (FAR) 48 C.F.P,- § 31.205-47 and in Titles XV’III and 

XIX of the Social Security Act, 42 U.S.C. §§ 1395-1395ggg and 1396-1396v, and the 

regulatious and official programdirectives promulgated thereunder) incurred by or on 

behalf of Presbyterian, its present or forme~" officers, directors, employees, shareholders, 

and agents in connection with the following shall be ’kmallowable costs" on government 

contracts and under the Medicare Program, Medicaid Program, TRICARE Pro~, and 

Federal Employees Health Benefits Program (FEH]3P):

unallowable costs (as defined in this Paragraph) i~cluded in payments previously sought 

~oro the United States, or any State Medicaid Program, includi~ag, but not limited to, 

payments sought in any cost reports, cost statements, in.formation reports, or payment 

requests already submitted by Presbyterian or any of its subsidiaries, and shall request, 

and agree, that such cost reports, cost stateroents, im+’ormationreports, or payment 

requests, even if already settled, be adjusted to acentmt for the effect of the inclusion of 

the maallowable co~ts. Presbyterian agrees that the United States, at a minimum, shall be 

entitled to recoup firoro Presbyterian any overpayment plus applicable interest and 

pemalties as a result of the inclusion of such unallowable costs on previously-submitted 

cost reports, information reports, cost stateroents, or requests for payment. 

A~y payment due after the adjustments have been roade shall be paid to the 

United States pusstumt to the direction of the Department of Justice, and/or the affected 

agencies. The United States reserves its rights to disagree with any calculations 

submitted by Presbyteriaa or any of its subsidiaries on the effect of inclusion of 

maallowable costs (as defined in this Paragraph) on Presbyterian or any of its 

subsidiatias’ cost reports, oust stateroents, or information reports. Nothing i~ tl~is 



Agreement shall constitute a waiver of the fights of the United States to examine or 

reexamine the unallowable costs described in this Paragraph. 

11. -- ThisAgreementisin~endedtobeforthebenefitoftheParties, andtheir 

anecessors and assigns, only and by this instrument the Parties do not release any claims 

against any other person or entity (other than Presbyterian). This agreement is not 

intended to be for the benefit of Birman Managed Care, Inc., Birman & Associates, Inc., 

and David N. BLrman, M.D., and by this instranaent the United States does not release 

any claims against Birman Managed Care, Inc., Birman & Associates, Inc., and David N. 

Birman, M.D. 

12. Presbyterian agrees that it shall not seek payment for any of the health 

care billings covered by this Agreement from any health care beneficiaries or their 

parents or sponsors. Presbyterian waives any causes of action against these beneficiaries 

or their paxents or sponsors based upon the claims for payment covered by this 

Agreement. 

13. After this Agreement is executed and the Settlement Amount is received 

by the United States, the United States and Relator will notify the United States District 

Court for the ~ddle DisWlct of Tennessee that (a) the Parties have reached a settlcmcnq 

and (b) pursuant to this settlement the Parties have stipulated that: (i) the Relator 

dismisses all claims in the ~ Tam Action with prejudice as to him, and (ii) the United 

States dismisses with prejudice only those claims in the ~afi Tam Action related to the 

Covered Conduct against Presbyterian, and the claims in the ~ Tam Action unrelated to 

the Cove~i Conduct are dismissed without prejudice as to the United States~ 
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14. Subject to the exceptions in P~ragraph 6 above,inconsideration of the


obligatiom of Presbyterian in this Agreement,conditioned full
uponPresbyterian’s 

payment oft~e Settlement Amount,, Relator, for himself and for his heirs, successors, 

attorneys, agents, and assigns, agrees to release Presbyterian from any civil monetary 

claim the United States has or may have for the Covered Conduct under the False Claims 

Act, 31 U.S.C. §§ 3729-3733. 

15. Conditioned upon receipt ors 15,000 from Presbyterian for attorney’s 

fees and costs under 31 U.S.C. § 3730(d), Relator, for himself and for his heirs, 

sueeessurs, attorneys, agents, and assigns, agnes to release Presbyterian from any 

liability to Relator arising from the filing of the ~ Tam Action, or under 31 U.S.C. § 

3730(d) for expenses or attorney’s fees and costs. 

16. Conditioned upon Presbyterian’s payment in full of the Settlement 

Amount, Relator shall receive from the United States a payment amounting to 17% of the 

Settlement Amount. The United States shall pay Relator this amount within a reasonable 

time after Presbyterian pays the Settlement Amount. It is expressly understood and 

agreed that the United States in no waypromises, guarantees, nor is liable to Relator for 

the collection or payment of an3, funds pursu,~t to this Agreementor the payment or any 

R.elater’s share payments except as provided herein for funds actually collected and 

received by the United States. 

1% On receipt of the payment described in Paragraph 16 above, Relator, for 

himself and for his heirs, successors, attorneys, agents, and assigns, agrees to release the 

United States, its officers, agents, and employees, from any claims arising from or 

relating to 31 U.S.C. § 3730 in counecfien with this Otti Tam Action, or arising from the 
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filing of the ~ Tam Action~ including 31 U.S.C. §§ 3730Co), (c), (c)(5), (d), and 

in connection with this ~i Tam Action. The relator agrees and confLrms tl~t this 

Agreementiff fair~ adequate, and reasonable under all the circumstances, pursuant to 31 

U.S.C.§.3730(c)(2)(B). 

18. Except as provided in Paragraph 15, the Parties shall bear their own legal 

and other costs incurred in comaection with tlfis matter, including the preparation mad 

performance of this Agreement. 

19. Presbyterian represents that this Agreement is freely mad volnntarily 

entered into without any degree of duress or compulsion whatsoever. 

20. This Agreement is governed by the laws of the Urtited States. The 

Parties agree that the exclusive jurisdictinu and venue for any dispute arising between 

and among the Parties under this Agreement shall be the United States District Court for 

the Middle District of Tennessee, except that disputes arising under the CIA shall be 

resolved exclusively under the dispute resolution provisions contained in Paragraph X of 

the CIA. 

21. T~s Agreement constitutes the complete agreement between the Parties. 

This _Agreement except by written con~ent of the Pro-ties, except that may not be amended 

o~y Presbyterian and OIG-I-H-IS must agree in writing to modification of the CIA. 

22. All Pro-ties consent to the United States’ disclosure of this Agreement, 

and information about this Agreement, to the public. 

23. The undersigned individuals signing this Agreementon behalf of 

Presbyterian represent and warrant that they are authorized to execute th~s Agreement on 

behalfofPresbyterian. The nndersigned United States signatories represent that theyare 
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signing this Agreement in their official c~pacities and that they are authorized to execute 

this Agreement. The Relator represents that he has the capacity to execute this 

Agreement,~d t~t he h~s read it in its entirety. 

24. This Agreement may be executed in counterparts, each of which 

constitutes an original and all of which consfitu~ one and the same agreement. 

25. This Agreement is binding on the successors, Irmasferees, and assigns of 

the ParSes. 

26. This Agreement is effective on the date of signature of the last signatory 

to the Agreement. t~aesimiles of signatures shall constitute acceptable, binding 

signatures for purposes of this Agreement.
